Department of highway crews 
have returned to the Crow’s Nest 
Pass this week and have set up an 
office in the Kubik block in Blair- 
more. Highway engineers have 
been taking levels of the road 
through the Frank Slide, and are 
taking levels in the town of Blair- 
more. 

Road equipment belonging to 
the Sundre Construction Company 
has arrived in the Pass and is 
parked near Bellevue awaiting 
settled weather to start construc¬ 
tion of the new No. 3 highway . 
The road through the Prank 
Slide from Bellevue west through 
Prank to Blairmore and from the 
west end of Blairmore to a point 
near the Crow’s Nest Pass Muni¬ 
cipal hospital was readv for sur¬ 
facing last fall but had to be 
left over for this work due to 
the early winter weather condi¬ 
tions. 

The section through the entire 
town of Blairmore was earned 
over last year to be done this 
year as a major project and will 
•be done through the town where 
the road will be completely torn 
up and filled in, in preparation for 
surfacing. The town is at pres¬ 
ent inquiring into the possibility 
of having the space from the edge 
on both sides of the road paved 
to the sidewalk which would 
greatly improve the appearance 
of the town besides providing 
better drainage and a better curb 
system. 

Grading equipment has been 
working through the Prank Slide 
and west of Blairmore for the 
past week and it is expected that 
with the return of warm weather 
work will get-under way without 
further delay.

It’s a strange and confusing 
age we live in, and recent events 
in Ottawa make the doings of 
Hollywood stars seem restrained 
and normal. The prima donnas of 
Ottawa heave money around so 
freely they make even Cecil B. De 
Mille’s press agents look like 
pikers. 

A recent example is the Trans- 
Canada Pipeline deal, in which the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce 
has elected to star. The “chosen 
instrument” of the government 
of Canada is dominated toy Ten¬ 
nessee Gas Transmission Com¬ 
pany, and has a record of broken 
promises as long as 'tooth my arms. 
It has let down Mr. Howe him¬ 
self and all the people of Canada. 
It ought to be tossed off the set 
and a new cast of players selected; 
but apparently Ottawa — once 
engaged in an act of folly — will 
never, never retract. 

Unless the people demand it! 

Unfortunately for the Ottawa 
prima donnas it is now pretty gen¬ 
erally known that a new cast of 
players is readily available. Those 
An the know claim that the Prank 
McMahon interests, which built 
the successful West Coast Trans¬ 
mission line, offered to build the 


pipeline from Alberta, through 
Winnipeg, over the top of the 
lakes to Montreal, without any 
government financing or guaran¬ 
tee of any description. It is ru¬ 
mored that Mr- McMahon was 
willing to post a half-million dol¬ 
lar bond that he’d complete the 
v/hole line by 1958; that he’d 
build the line as far as Winni¬ 
peg by this winter. 

But the prima donnas hate to 
admit they’ve been let down by 
their “chosen instrument”. Now, 
on top of all the other induce¬ 
ments they’ve offered to Trans- 
Canada, they propose to lend it 
$80,000,000 of public money to 
get started. 

This sort of activity has gener¬ 
ated a good deal of heat and dis¬ 
may, even among Liberals. A 
Manitoba MLA Jack St. John, has 
asked Ottawa for an explanation. 
Liberal newspapers, too, are begin¬ 
ning to ask mighty sharp ques¬ 
tions. Manitoba is convinced it 
could have natural gas flowing 
through Winnipeg by next winter 
without a cent of public money, 
expended, and without further 
dilly-dallying with the Tennessee 
people, in whom they’ve lost all 
confidence.

Camp Work 
Short- Courses 
To Be Held 

Short courses to be held this 
summer at the Red Deer Compos¬ 
ite High School, will include a two 
day camping conference and a 
week-long playground leaders’ 
phort course. 

The camping conference, to be 
sponsored jointly by the Alberta 
Camping association and the Com¬ 
munity Recreation Bureau of the 
Alberta Government, will be held 
on May 26 and 27 

The conference may be attend¬ 
ed by all persons who will be ac¬ 
tive in any phase of camp work 
this summer. Program highlights 
will be workshops on camp craft, 
discussion groups on the spiritual 
values of camping, and informa¬ 
tion on staff training and public 
relations.

The course is open to can¬ 
didates 16 years of age or over, 
who are sponsored by a commun¬ 
ity that is willing to provide play¬ 
ground supervision for the sum¬ 
mer months. 

Included in the seven day course 
will be instruction in leadership 
of group games, handicraft*, 
playground dramatics, story tell¬ 
ing, team games, playground or¬ 
ganization and group management. 

A registration fee of one dol¬ 
lar will cover the board, room, tu¬ 
ition and textbooks of the eligible 
candidates. Applications must be 
mailed prior to June 1, to the Di¬ 
rector, Community Recreation 
Bureau, Department of Econom¬ 
ic Affairs, Legislative Buildings, 
Edmonton.
